IRISH RAC«NG MOTORISTS

It is reported from London, where the 
Motor Cycle Show is being held at Olympia 
this week, that Stanley Woods, the well- 
known Irish rider, has contracted to mde a 
Swedish machine, the Husqvarna, in the 
competitions of 1934.

Without a shadow of 
doubt, he has abandoned the whitary 
national point of view, as ordifiarily met 
with im English historians. Has he, on 
the other hand, been able to see events 
and causes and consequences as they were 
seen by Spaniards, Irish, Seots and 
Welsh? Recognising that what he has to 
solve is ‘ in some measute a psychological 
problem which is presented by alterations 
of standpoint, as gradual as they wére 
profound and complete,” hé has been at 
pains to make a profound and searching 
investigation into the mierttality, the 
culture, the outlook, the very civilisa- 
tion of the peoples who are the 
material of his study. The mass of docu- 
ments, private and public, and of printed 
and unpublished matter which he has 
examined, has been exceptionally large, 
and it has yielded him a surprisingly rich 
store of facts. To this Father Mathew 
has added the fruits of a highly critical 


and imaginative mind; aiid so he does '

On the 
contrary, he does not hesitate to recom- 
mend both, and without stint of admiration 
or lack of cordiality. The book has its 
faults, but they ate more than compensated 
by what its anthor has yed and 
what he has achieved ; and much the same 
comment, to take an Irish instance, could 
be made tipofi soine of the work of the late 
Alice Stopford Green. 

A substantial portion of the volume is 
taken up with Irish affairs and with Irish 
relations with Spaniards and Scots and the 
English of England and of the Pale. In 
itself this portion will be found provoca- 
tive at more than one stage—at times, 
perhaps, even ¢rroneous and wrongly 
conceived. There is no great harm 
in that, and Irish students of history 
must be prepared to take the wholesome 
medicine of awkward fact with the more 
pleasing wine. If at times Father Mathew 
accepts too feadily English ot Anglo-Irish 
estimates of Irish character and Irish 
personages, that is all to tha godd. It 
may, at worst, shame Irish scholars and 
Irish historians into critical study of 
sixteenth-century Ireland and, what is 
more to the point, into the publication in 
the desired manner of the results of their 
studies. Jt is hot, for example, a mattet 
to boast about that nobody has yet given 
us a full-length and scholarly biography 
of any ofthe great O’Neilla, Nobody 
who reads Father Mathew’s book can 
fail to appreciate the quality of these 
dynasts, as Standish O'Grady 
them, in comparison with their contem- 
poraries. 

The volume is handsomely produced, 
amply indexed and documented, and 
appropriately illustrated—except that it 
might reasonably have included a portrait 
of Hugh O'Neill, It is @ storehouse of 
facts and a guide to many rich sources :

Ve FLEMING, whose delicious 
“Brazilian Adventure” had a 
deserved success last summer, has re- 
printed here a number of short essays, 
stories and sketches from various journals. 
It is a strangely uneven collection, Muéh 
of the first part suggests the painstaking 
effort of a regular writer in the less 
ambitious humorous papets. His anbjects 
are taken largely from a somewhat out- 
worn stock, and only an occasional phrasé 
stands out as evidence of a more sophisti- 
cated outlook. It seems fair to suspect 
early work written before the writer had 
found the ironic and imdividual style that 
suits him best. That style is exhibited 
towards the end in such sketches as ‘‘ Our 
Hero,” “The Treasure Hunt,” and 
“ Pastoral.”’ The introduction, with its 
delightful beginning, and the tedious and 
conventional sprightliness of his story 
about the birth of comic writing, are an 
illustration of Mr. Fleming’s two manners. 
Still, the book is full of entertainment, 
and, if the reader is conscious that some 
iss of it ate better than others, Mr. 

leming has only himself to blame for the 
high standard on which he must be judged 
after his brilliant travel-book.

A Notable XV. 


That famous Cambridge team, by the 
way, lost heavily during the War. John 
George Will, that fleet-footed, lion-hearted 
Scotsman, was shot down in flames, and 
Wallace, the full-back, as well as some 
of the forwards, fell in France. It was 
one of the best teams that Cambridge ever 
had. Wallace aad Will played for Scot- 
land, De Villiers for the South Africans. 
Lowe and Cumberlege for England, and 
Clem Lewis for Wales. After all these 
years I cannot remeniber the name of the 
pther centre three-quarter, but I have an 
idea that he also became an international.

Í spent an interesting honr yesterday 
afternoon in Mr. Baird’s foundry in Talbot 
place, watching Mr. Jerome Connor. the 
sculptor, making one of his preliminary 
castings for the Lusitania Memorial. |], 
understand that this is the first occasion 
on which such an enterprise has been 
undertaken in this country. Mr. Connor 
has done all the work himself. from the 
original modelling in clay to the casiing 
in bronze. It is a fearsome job. The 
cure perdu process, which, as the term 
implies, consists in the melting of a waxen 
layer into which eventually bronze is 
poured at an extremely high temperature 
goes back as far as Benvenuto-Cellin; who 
cast the Perseus in this way, and has left 
a delightíul record of his work. Mr. 
Connor is not only a fine sculptor 
but a first-rate craftsman. who 
knows every detail of the job, and 
surprised the Dublin experts by the ex- 
tent of his technical knowledge. The 
slightest fault in the mould, which has to 
be baked in a large oven for almost a week 
in order to get rid of the wax. would spoil 
the whole casting, and when one is casting 
figures with the most delicate mouldings 
the difficulties of the task are magnified 
enormously. Mr. Connor, however. claims 
that he has never yet “‘ lost’ a iob and 
certainly, his casting vesterdav ia all 
the marks of consummate skill. The 
actual pouring occupied only a few

A Gedious Job.

Musical Sligo. 


_ The Sligo Musical Society will hold its 
jubilee concert on next Wednesday, when 
selections from ‘‘ The Messiah ” will be 
relayed to 2RN. This society was founded 
just fifty years ago by Dr. Arthur 
Froggart, who then was organist of St. 
John’s Church. When he left Sligo Mr. 
Henry Loretto, organist of Calry, 8 ben 
the conductor, and for thirty-one years he 
directed the society’s fortunes. It was as 
a result of Mr. Denis O’Sullivan’s visit to 
Sligo to take the part of Phaudrig in 
Stanford’s dramatic cantata, “' Phaudrig 
Crohoore,”” that the Sligo Feis Ceoil 
started on its remarkable career. It was 
founded just thirty years ago by Mr. 
Loretto, and never has looked back since. 
The Musical Society, since. Mr. Loretto’s 
departure from Sligo in 1920, has been in 
the hands of Mr. Mark Franklin. son of 
that gallant standard-bearer of music in 
the West, Mr. Henry Franklin, whose 
wife is a sister of the late Miss Susan 
Mitchell. Father and son have toiled to 


keep the society on its feet. Largely as. 


a result of their efforts and the patronage 
of the Gore-Booth family and the Crich- 


}tons of Carrowgarry, Sligo has become 


one of the leading musical centres in 
Ireland, and, for a town of ite size, 
probably has no serious rival in the 
British Isles. It was in Sligo, when a boy 
at Summerhill, that John McCormack first 
sang the songs that brought him fame, 
and many other less-known but worthy 
musicians learnt their first scales on the 
banks of the Garrowvogue.

Seconding the vote of thanks proposed by 
Mr. Michael Scott, Mr. Liam 8. Grogan said 
that ome looked -in vain in ireland in the 
domain of art for something corresponding to 
the creative effort to be observed in the 
domain of itics and economics, though ex- 
ceptions did exist in the case of a few of their 
architects and palmters. But there was no 
dynamic, concentrated, virile movement 
springing from the people and returning to 
the people in waves of increased enlighten- 
ment. 

The Press, the schools, the whole cultural 
system tended to direct the eyes of both 
artist and public away from Ireland, and the 
arts of Germany, France, with their lurid 
tendencies, of England, with its lack of in- 
spiration, were more present in their minds 
than the creations of Irish genius and lrish 
craftmanship. 

‘It is, perhaps, ” concluded Mr. Gogan, 
“useless to think of going back to primative 
elements to create a new national style of 
architecture. Traditional. architecture, as 
existing to-day, is typified by the thatched 
cottage. That does not offer much scope for 
creation; it may be worth remembering, how- 
ever, that the first Greek temples, as recent 
discoveries have shown, were also simple 
thatched-roof affairs, and the style they gave 
birth to went very far, imdeed, and can 
scarcely be said to be dead. The success of 
the Greeks was due to their concentration on 
themselves and their own, and it ought to be 
possible to establish something like that as 
an art-policy in Ireland.’

After all, what is signified by the uprising 
of despotism and dictatorship in modern 


of government. In Italy a Mussolini 
renews a Trajan. In Russia the gloomy 
despotism of the Soviets has succeeded 
the reckless despotism of the Tsars. 
Germany, after a brief trial of modern 
democracy, has reverted, with almost 
hysterical joy, to that form of personal 
government which has been in her bones 
since the days of Tacitus. France seems to 
be an exception, and it is her clear 
and merciless logic which makes her 
so. At her Revolution she swung 
suddenly from kingship to republicanism, 
and there is small prospect that 
she will change her mind. Republican 
America is coquetting to-day with dictator- 
ship; for, unlike the European countries, 
she has no deep roots in tradition, and 
is ready, like Jurgen, to “try any drink 
once.” England remains the surest and 
safest country in Europe because, among 
all countries, her historical background 
has kept the serenest continuity. Amid the 
shocks of war and earthquakes of finance 
she is still the land that sober-suited 
Freedom chose. 

The twentieth century sees the boldest 
of all its experiments in the Irish Free 
State, who. has rejected the whole 
background of her history. She has 
turned in an instant from claustrophobia 
to agoraphobia—from fear of a cramped 
environment to fear of the whole ad- 
venturous world. From her early records 
until ten years ago the inhabited globe was 
Ireland's parish. Her missionaries gave 
the Gospel to Northern and Central Europe. 
In later centuries Irish soldiers were 
the spear-point of the British Empire. 
They helped to win the wars which 
established the British peace; the names 
of Irish soldiers, statesmen and ad- 
ministrators are writ large in the records 
of India and of every British Dominion. 
Civilisation’s debt to the Irish instinctr 
for teaching and govefnment is incal- 
culable. Now this magnificent legacy is 
consigned to the cellar, and the Free State’s 
children must spend a huddled and meagre 
life at home. .Á forecast of their coming 
plight is furnished by the fact that, as 
Mr. H. P. Boland testified before the 
Civil Service Commission yesterday, 380 
vacancies for clerkships in the labour 
exchanges have attracted thousands of 
candidates, including many with high 
university degrees. Economically, as we 
think, this dismal experiment must fail. 
Spiritually and socially, it is bound to 
fail because it does violence to the national 
tradition and to the national character.

Future generations 
of Irishmen will refuse to be divorced from 
that grander and larger destiny which lies 
across the stage of Empire.

Control] of Liquor. 


Nation-wide prohibition has ceased to 
be part of the law of the United States, 


will not regain its old, unfettered liberties. 
Perhaps, some States will resume the pro- 
hibition laws which they enforced long 
before the whole country “‘ went dry.’’ The 


will be subject to Federal restrictions of 
one kind or another, and people to-day 
are wondering what form those restrictions 
will take. The probability is that legis- 
lation on the present British—which are 
also the Lrish-—lines will be adopted. In 
other words, there will be a degree of 
State control over the licensed houses. 
“Closing hours” will be ordained; 
licences will be liable to revocation if they 
are abused, and the number of licensed 
premises will be diminished by a gradual 
process. The liquor Jaws in this country 
and in Great Britain are not regarded 
as perfect either by the “trade” or by 
the public, but they have produced some 
very salutary results. Drunkenness in 
these islands has shown a really surprising 
decline during the course of the century ; 
prosecutions are increasingly rare, and 
Saturday night has lost its bad, old 
associations. This improvement contrasts 
strikingly with the cffects of prohibition 
in the United States. There people are 
accustomed to heavy drinking who, in 
normal conditions, probably would not 
have drunk anything stronger than malted 
milk. For ten years it has been fashion- 
able to break the prohibition law, if only 
as a symbol of defiance, and both men 
and women carry their pocket-flasks from 
a deplorably early age. It may be that the 
abandonment of prohibition will bring the 
nation’s thirst back to normal; but an 
amount of evil has been done which will 
not be eradicated for many years.

Boys and Books. 


One oí the largest preparatory schools in 
England has kept since the War a careful 
record of the books that have been taken 
out of the school library by the boys; and 
this annual document provides an interest- 
ing commentary on the changing tastes of 
youth in literature. Three years ago John 
Buchan headed the list with his remark- 
able series of Secret Service stories and 
tales of adventure. Close on his heels came 
Conan Doyle, Kipling, the Baroness Orezy, 
Stevenson, Dickens, Verne, Weyman, Rider 
Haggard, Charles Kingsley and Scott. 
During the intervening period, however, 
there has been a marked change, Rider 
Haggard now occupies first place; 
John Buchan has dropped to third 
place; Conan Doyle and Kipling show 
a decline of almost fifty per cent., and the 
poor old Scarlet Pimpernel has fallen com- 
pletely out of favour. Stevenson, Dickens 
and Scott, on the other hand, have more 
than doubled their number of followers. 
Perhaps, the Great War is responsible for 
the decline in the popularity of such books 
as '“ With Kitchener to Khartum” and 
“ With Roberts to Kandahar ’’; but there 
is no doubt that they have fallen from 
grace, and that the boy of 1933 likes some- 
thing far more sophisticated. The remark- 
able vogue of Rider Haggard's works at the 
school which keeps the record may be 
explained by the fact that the author has 
a nephew who is a master at the school ; 
for boys not only are notoriously clannish, 
but like to keep on the good books of the 
powers that be. It is encouraging, how- 
ever, to find that the classics are holding 
their own. When boys cease to enjoy 
‘* Moby Dick "’ or “ Treasure Island,”’ the 
nation really will be in a bad way.

The French Air Force. 


A matter which has aroused consider- 
able controversy in French politics during 
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recent years has been the organisation and 
equipment of the Air Force, and, after 
much controversy, a new scheme has just 
been accepted. The French Air Force is 
to have an Inspector-General, whose duty 
will be to see that the administrative 
branch is K nais of carrying out its 
duties, that the machines are maintained 
in serviceable condition, and that thie 
equipment is kept up to date. It is in- 
tended that eventually training for Army 
and Navy pilots shall be unified, as in 
Britain; and possibly the French Air 
Service will be remodelled somewhat on 
the lines of the Royal Air Force. 


Cigars and Prosperity. 


An incfease in the sale of cigars is 
noted by tobacconists as a sign that pros’ 
perity is returning, and a West End mer- 
chant remarked to-day that the cigar is a 
barometer which never fails—that it is. in 
fact, more significant than the Board of 
Trade returns. Sales have been increas- 
ing throughout the year. Another good 
sign is that the more expensive kind is 
being purchased. At another big house it 
was said that there has been a real in- 
crease in the demand for the past twelve 
or eighteen months, and that there is a 
prospect that more cigars will be smoke: 
this Christmas than have been smoke: 
for many years past. The cigar trade 
fell to pieces after the War, but to-day 
I$ 18 showing definite signs of recovery, 
even though the price of cigars is much 
higher than it was.

On the basis 
of the 1910-1914 average, when the United 
States was making most of its own liquor, 
Canada will only be permitted to export 
25,000 gallons a month. It was expected 
that Canadian exports would be many 
times that amount. 
Accumulated stocks of maturing liquor 
in Canada are now approximately 
40,000,000 gal'ons. The average annua! 
domestic consumption is about 1,000,000 
gallons.

Important developments in the relations 
between the British Government, and the 
Government, oí the Irish Free State are 
expected in the near future, writes the 
Political Correspondent of the Daily Mail 
this morning. I understand, he writes, 
that Mr, de Valen has sent a communica- 
tion to the British Government regarding 
his future intentions. This communica- 
tion is couched in uncompromising terms, 
and is in reply to Mr. J. H. Thomas's 
recent statement in the House of 
Commons, in which he said that if the 
Free State wished to enjoy the privileges 
of membership of the British Empire, it 
must also accept the accompanying re- 
Na which included oyal 
observance oí all engagements and respect 
for the Crown. 
Mr. de Valera is understood to have 
made it clear in his last communication 
that he intends to go forward with his 
plans for creating an Irish Republic. 
The situation has been considered by 
Ministers in the light of Mr. de Valera’s 
statement, and a reply has been despatched 
to him within the last twenty-four hours. 
It would appear that the time has 
arrived when a definite decision regarding 
the future relation of the Free State to 
the rest of the British Empire is to be 
taken. It is regarded as certain that, in 
view of Mr. de Valera’s attitude, the 
British Government will have no alterna- 
tive but to place the situation before other 
members of the Empire for their considera- 
tion and recommendation.

Arthur Caball, knowing them to have 
been stolen.

CASE FOR PROSECUTION, 

Mr. Kevin Haugh, in opening the case 
for the State, said that on 6th October, at 
about three o'clock in the afternoon, a 
convention of the United Ireland Party 
was convened to meet by public announce- 
ment in the Foresters’ Hall, Tralee. Some 
of the delegates, including General 
O'Duffy, errived at the Grand Hotel, 
Tralee, at about 3.15 p.m., and then left 
the hotel and proceeded towards the 
Foresters’ Hall. They were accompanied 
by some delegates and friends. A large 
crowd of’ people collected some hundred 
yards from the hall, and a large force of 
police were stationed in groups at intervals 
between the hotel and the hall. The crowd 
suddenly closed in on General O’ Duffy, 
and he was attacked and savagely hit by 
somebody and wounded. 

From that time onwards until midnight 
a number of other incidents occurred. The 
crowd made a number of attacks on 
delegates and made a number of attempts 
to get mto the hal]. Some motor cars were 
attacked and also some cordons of Guards 
who attempted to quell the riot. A ’bus 
that conveyed some reinforcements of 
Guards to Tralee was attacked that even- 
ing and all the windows broken. About 
twenty plate-glass windows in the towr 
were broken by stones and other missiles. 
A shop was entered and hurleys to the 
value of £9 taken. A motor car, the 
property of General O'Duffy, was takes 
out of the hotel premises and burned. 
Two other motor cars were taken. Later 
one was found uninjured, but the other 
had all its windows broken and its petrol 
supply exhausted. As a result of these 
incidents claims for compensation to. the 
amount of £999 had been lodged by those 
whose property had been damaged. He 
did not suggest that any of the accused 
were guilty of any of these particular 
offences, but tht they were members of 
the crowd which was rioting.

direction of the hall. As the evening wore 
on the crowd increased. The Chief Super- 
intendent requisitioned extra Civic Guards 
from Limerick and the military from Cork. 
The majority of the delegates were obliged 
to remain in. the hall until assistance 
arrived at about 8.15 p.m. and 8.30 p.m. 

The extra Guards arrived from Limerick at 
about 8.15 p.m., and the military from Cork 
at about 8.30 p.m. The ’bus in which the 
Guards travelled was attacked by the crowd 
in a narrow street in Tralee on its arrival. 
Stones were thrown and the windows of the 
"bus were smashed. One of the Guards was 
injured. It was found necessary to clear the 
streets, and a baton charge was ordered. The 
Guards were stoned from all directions, and 
this was persisted in throughout the night. 
Shortly after 8.30 p.m. the main body of the 
delegates left the hail under military escort 
and went to their hotel. Stones were thrown 
at them as they went along. The Guards 
tried to keep the crowd in order, and 
numerous baton charges took place, 


BOMB FOUND. 


Some time that evening a number of 
hurleys—twenty-six in all—were taken from 
the shop of Arthur Caball. About twenty 
plate-glass windows were broken in Tralee 
that evening. Revolver shots were fired at 
the rear of the Gardai barracks at about 
11.30 p.m., and at 1.20. a.m. a further attack 
was made on the barrack, when revolvers and 
machine guns were used. One bullet went 
through an open window into a room where 
men were resting and through a partition 
into a front room. Nobody was injured. 
When the witness was in the Foresters’ Hall 
he heard some missile striking the building 
from outside. Next day the Guards found a 
bomb in the hall. There was some defect in 
the bomb, as the pin apparently was not in 
contact. General O’Duffy’s private car, 
which was garaged in part of the garage 
attached to the Grand Hotel, was pushed 
out and set fire to. A considerable 
amount of damage was done to private 
property in Tralee. The witness saw the 
accused, Eager, in the street about 5 p.m. 
with two hurleys in his hand, and also saw 
O'Connor pressing against the police cordon 
in Bridge street. 

The witness was cross-examined by one of 
the accused men, John Ryan, and said that 
the bomb was not in good condition, as there 
was some defect in. it. The pin was not in 
contact. 

Sergeant Patrick Drinan, Tralee, gave cor- 
roborative evidence, and said that twenty- 
six bullet marks were found on the walls of 


the Civic Guard barrack.

ACCUSED MAN’S STATEMENT 


When the case for the prosecution had 
closed, the President. asked the accused if 
they wished to make any statement.

What really happened was a spontaneous out- 
break of an outraged people against the man 
who was responsible for making Kerry a 
graveyard in 1922. : 

He wanted it to be clearly understood that 
any oí the accused who were there were there 
in their capacity as private citizens. The 
Court had heard the evidence of some of the 
Guards, and it was easy for anyone to see 
that this was a continuance of the harrass- 
ing tactics employed against most of them as 
individuals since the .‘‘ Cease Fire” order in 
1925.

Cross-examined by .Mr. Moore—Did . she 
disobey Dr. Fitzsimons’s instructions to stay 
ip bed when he called ’—I do not think so. 
As far as you could see, Dr. Fitzsimons’s 
diagnosis was all right on the Wednesday ’— 
es. 


DOCTOR'S EVIDENCE. 


Dr. Fitzsimons deposed that he examined 
the woman in the usual aay When, he had 
finished he asked why she had sent such an 
urgent call. There was no crossnéss on 
either side. ‘The last thing he said to her 
was to stop in bed for a couple óf days and 
let him know if she was not better. He did 
not detect any signs of pneumonia. As re- 
gards the boy, he never saw him, and it was 
untrue to say that he hunted him. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Melanaphy—When 
you examined my wife, and heard she had a 
pain in the side, would you not expect 
pneumonia ’—She had influenza. 

After my wife’s death you called to see 
me ?—Yes, to sympathise with you. 

How many times did you call ’—Twice. — 

But you only came once to see my wife 
when she was alive, and when. you were 
bound to come ?—I have to use my own dis- 
cretion. 

What did you mean by telling me before 
you left that as soon as my children were 
educated you would help to get them jobs? 
—I said that anything I could do for them 
I would. 

John” Robinson said that he' saw Mrs. 
Melanaphy putting clothes on a clothes line 
in her yard on the Friday—three days before 
her death. Lá 

Mrs. Mary Murray said that she visited 
the deceased woman on the Thursday before 
her death, and found her sitting up in bed, 
and the windows and doors open. 

Dr. W. Purcell deposed that when he was 
called in the woman was a bad case of 
bronchial pneumonia. He summoned the 
priest, and she was given the last rites. - 

Dr. James O'Connor, consulting physician, 
Richmond Hospital, said that from all the 
evidence that he had heard he exptessed the 
opinion that Mrs. Melanaphy’s death was 
due to neglected influenza. 

Dr. Williams said that when the patient 
was admitted to the hospital she was dying. 

This closed the evidence.

ROAD: PASSENGER 
SERVICES, 


COMPULSORY TRANSFER 
TO RAILWAY COMPANIES. 


The first compulsory transfer of road 
passenger services to the railway com- 
panies was effected yesterday by an order 
issued by the Free State Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, which assigned 
the Messrs. H. M. NS. Catherwood cross- 
border services between. Dublin and Hel- 
fast, and between Derry, Donegal and 
Sligo and other points in the Free State, 
to the Great Northern Railway Company. 

It is understood that the same order, 
under the Free State Road Transport Act, 
has the effect of assigning the Catherwood 
services between Dublin and Cork to the 
Great Southern Railways. 

By -virtue- of this orter these services 
are now, it is understood, the property of 
the two railway companies, and that, in 
the event of agreement not being reached 
as to compensation of the company ‘and 
its employés, the Minister, Mr, Lemass, 
will noniinate an arbitrator, who will de- 
termine the amount of compensation to 
be paid. 

Messrs. Thomas Crozier and Sons, soli- 
citors, Dublin, have acted for Messrs. 
Catherwood in connection with the 
transfer. 


Mr. A. Culbert, Messrs. Catherwood’s 
Dublin traffic ananager, in a letter says 
that Senator O’Farrell appears to have a 
total misconception of the effects of the 
compulsory. transfer of the Catherwood 
services to railway ownership. He refers 
to the “ rights ’ ‘which can be exercised 
by the “‘ appropriate Ministers on both 
sides of the hhofaet " to deal with the or- 
ganisation of road services, but seems to 
overlook the vitally important point that 
the Minister for Industry and Commerce 
in the Free State, and the Minister of 
Home Affairs in Northern Ireland, have 
only the rights to administer transport 
laws and regulations, which differ pro- 
foundly in their character arid ‘scope. 

“While we have found both Ministers 
and their respective staffs sympathetic 
and willing to help, the company has had 
many formidable difficulties to overcome 
in maintaining road services for the 
benefit of sm ah on both sides of the 
border. “These difheulties have been over- 
come, and we submit that the services 
should be maintained until. much further 
experience has been gained:in the opera- 
tion of the Free State Road Transport 
Act. 

“ As Alternatives to cómpúlsbry expro- 
priation, we have always been quite will- 
ing to discuss mutual accommodation 
between: road and rail services (such as 
that which exists between this company 


and. railway companies inj Northern
